Truck Overturn! When 


Steering Mechanism 


Fails to Function

Failure of the steering mech- 


anism as a truck entered the Bre- 
cunier curve on the Lincoln High- 
way, one mile east of Franklin 
Grove at 2:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon resulted in the death of 
two men and injury to four oth 
ers. James Brown, Negro, of Chi- 
cago, was killed almost instantly 
when he was thrown from 
the 


overturning truck, suffering a se- 
vere skull fracture and sustained 
a broken neck, and Francis Joseph 
Boyle, 36, of Newark, N. J., vet- 
eran of World War II, who was 
hitch-hiking to California, died in 
an ambulance on his way from 
the scene of the wreck to the KSB 
hospital in Dixon. 


Eugene Brown, driver of the 


truck. 
Emanual

Katts and Cornelius Turner, the 
latter three colored, and all em- 
ployed by the Decker — McDowell 
firm of railroad 
contractors 
of 


Chicago, were driving west on a 
mall truck, 
enroute 
to Dixon 


where they were to begin work at 
the College avenue plant of the 
~I. N. U. Co., when the accident oc- 
cuq^d. 
James Brown was also 


emproyed by the firm of contrac- 
tors and Boyle had boarded the 
truck at Rochelle as a hitch-hike 
rider. 


Inquest at Ashton 


Coroner Frank E. Nangle con- 


ducted an inquest over the body of 
James Brown at the Clutts funeral 
home in Ashton at 10 o'clock to- 
day. Eugene Brown, driver of the 
truck testified that he had been 
employed as a driver for about one 
year, and was en route to Dixon 
yesterday hauling four employes 
and some material. At Rochelle, 
he said, Boyle boarded the truck 
to ride as far as Dixon. Brown 
maintained that the steering ap- 
paratus on the light truck failed to 
function as he entered th<?»curve, 
driving at a rate of about 20 miles 
an hour, an4, the truck crossed 
the paved slab, then struck a 'tele- 
graph line pole and rolled com- 
pletely over. 


He maintained that he was not 


driving at a high rate of speed 
with the dash throttle open. Aft- 
er the accident, he stated he re- 
quested passing 
motorists who 


stopped at the scene to summon 
state police and an ambulance to 
haul the injured to a hospital. 


State Officers Arrive 


Sgt. George Ives of the state 


highway police force and Officer 
Holland Ullrich were the first to 
reach the scene, also testified at 
the inquest 
today. Lieut. Ray 


Cramer and Officer Roy Wood ar- 
rived later from the Sterling head- 
quarters. Harold Reckrey of Chi- 
cago, foreman for the contracting 
firm, was following the truck in 
his car on his way to Dixon and 
arrived at the scene about 15 min- 
utes after the accident. 


The wrecked truck was hauled 


to Dixon. The driver and three 
colored 
employes were 
also 


brought to the KSB hospital where 
their injuries, which were of a 
minor character, were dressed. 
Eugene Brown, and Cornelius Tur- 
ner, 
one of the colored employes, 


were removed to 
the 
Rochelle 


hospital last night, due to over- 
crowded conditions at the KSB

American Military 
Court Orders Nazi 
Troops Be Hanged 


Dachau, Germany, July 16—(A 


P)—An American military court 
sentenced 43 veteran German SS 
troops to death 
today for the 


slaughter of 900 American soldiers 
and Belgian civilians during the 
winter Battle 
of the 
Ardennes 


Bulge. 


The crimes were committed dur- 


ing 
Germany's 
last 
offensive 


around the Christmas season of 
1944. 


Prison' sentences ranging up to 


life were given the other 30 of 
the 73 officers and men convicted 
last Thursday. 


Col. 
Joachim Peiper, who gave 


the fateful order that the SS 
troops were to take no prisoners, 
was one of those doomed. Testi- 
mony was that 'he ordered frozen, 
exhausted and disarmed American 
prisoners shot during the battle 
and that the Germans sang songs 
of massacre on the eve of the of- 
fensive. 


Col. Gen. Josef (Sepp) Dietrich, 


veteran of Adolf Hitler's abortive 
beer hall putsch in 1923 in nearby 
Munich and commander of the 
German Sixth Panzer army, was 
sentenced 
to life 
imprisonment. 


His troops spearheaded the De- 
cember-January battle. 


750 Yankees Slaughtered 


Testimony at the trial showed 


that 750 American prisoners were 
slaughtered and 150 Belgian civil- 
ians also were put to death. 


Peiper, the highest ranking of- 


ficer among those sentenced to die, 
laughed when a 
photographer's 


flash 
bulb exploded in his face 


when sentence was pronounced. 


The formal death sentence pro- 


vided for hanging. 


The doomed men asked 
the 


court for permission to be shot, 
instead. 
The court announced 


that a recommendation to that ef- 
fect would be made to Gen. Jo- 
seph T. McNarney, commanding 
general of American forces in Eu- 
roupe. 


Some women wept as the sen- 


tences were read in the crowded 
court-room. 
About three-fourths 


of the spectators were German ci- 
vilians and the rest were American 
soldiers. 


The trial resulted in the largest

by an American court against Ger- 
man war criminals.

The United States risked an open 
split with Russia today in an at- 
tempt to force economic unifica- 
tion of Germany. 


Secretary of State Byrnes de- 


clared last night that orders giv- 
ing Russia a choice between co- 
operation or "economic paralysis" 
in Germany will go farward "this 
week" to Gen. Joseph T. McNar- 
ney, American military command- 
er at Frankfurt. 


The orders will be to cooperate 


with any or all of the other 
occupying powers—Britain. France 
and Russia—on finance, transpor- 
tation, communication, trade and 
industry. 


In a radio report to the Ameri- 


can people on successes and fail- 
ures of the four-power council of 
foreign miinsters at Paris, Byrnes 
asserted: 


"We will either secure economic 


cooperation betwen the- zones or 
place the responsibility for the vi- 
olation of the Potsdam Agree- 
ment." 


President Truman listened in 


and telephoned congratulations to 
the secretary immediately after 
the broadcast. 


Russia declined at the Paris 


meeting to go along either on eco- 
nomic measures, guarantees for 
keeping Germany disarmed for a 
quarter of a century, or the writ- 
ing 
of a peace treaty for Aus- 


tria. 


Pins Blame on Russia 


On those points, Byrnes observ- 


ed, the conference "made no pro- 
gress at all." He pinned the blame 
squarely on Russia.

U. S., England and 
Canada May Meet

cations that the three 
nations 


which hold the atom bomb secret 
may confer on Russia spy activi- 
ties were seen today following 
publication of an official Canad- 
ian 
report that Soviet agents, 


who "may still" be operating in 
Canada, had flown

uranium 235 to Russia. 


The report, issued by a royal 


commission of two of Canada's 
seven supreme court justices, as- 
serted that many top secret mili- 
tary developments already had 
been 
compromised 
because 
of 


Russian spies, and that Moscow 
was seeking information on post- 
war defenses of the three coun- 
tries—the United States, Britain 
and Canada. 


After 
repeating 
p r e v i o u s 


charges that the Soviet spy op- 
erations had ramifications in the 
United States and Britain, the 
commission 
recommended that 


Canada consider whether to com- 
municate her findings "to the 
proper authorities in the United 
Kingdom and the United States." 


The 250,000-word report said 


that Dr. Alan Nunn May. British 
scientist who worked on atomic 
research in Montreal, had given 
samples of uranium 235 enriched 
and uranium 233, essential ele- 
ments in the 
manufacture of 


atom bombs, to a Lt. Angelov, 
assistant military attache in the 
Russian embassy in Ottawa. The 
materials then were 
flown 
to 


Moscow by a Lt. Col. Motmov, 
the commission asserted.

American Officer, 
Wife Released by

Berlin, July 16—(AP) — The 


Russians handed over a missing 
American warrant officer and his 
petite wife to U. S. Army authori- 
ties early today, and soon after- 
ward the Americans announced 
they were releasing three Russian 
espionage suspects to the Red 
army. 


The civilian-clad Russians, two 


ot whom claimed to be Red army 
officers, nad been arrested in tht- 
U. S. zone two weeks ago, it was 
announced. 


The Americans Warrant Offi- 


cer and Mrs. Samuel L. Harrison 
ot San Antonio, Tex., disappeared 
15 days ago when they ventured 
500 yards into the Russian occupa 
tion zone tc see a pet shop dog 
kennel. Harrison said he was held 
two days m virtually a dungeon, 
his wife said she was questioned 
repeatedly and at one time cried 
during an interrogation. 


Two other Americans still were 


missing somewhere in the Russian 
zone. 
Gen. M. Dratvin, Russian 


deputy military governor, advised 
U. S. Army authorities the Red 
Army still was "collecting data" 
on the men in the neighborhood of 
Oranienburg, a Russian Army dis- 
trict headquart rs. 


Two Last Seen July 4 


The missing men were Capt. 


Harold Oobin of Newark, N. J., 
and Lt. George Wyatt of Okla- 
homa City who were last seen July 
4 boarding a train for Oranien- 
burg, 20 miles north of Berlin. 


Maj. 
Gen. James A. 
Keating, 


American commander in Berlin, 
said strenuous efforts were being 
made to secure their release. Har- 
rison and his wife, Helen, were re- 
leased 
to Keating 
at 
Russian 


headquarters. 


American intelligence 
officers 


said they had no trace of Cobin 
and Wyatt since the driver of their 
jeep left them at a northern Ber- 
lin railway station. 


Brig. Gen. Edwin L. Sibert, chief 


of the U. S. Headquarters Intelli- 
gence division, said in a statement 
the three Russians had been held 
or. suspicion of espionage in the 
U. S. zone of Berlin. 


"The 
arrest of these civilian- 


clad, foreign clandestine 
opera- 


tives in the U. S. zone of Berlin 
in no wise violated any written, 
oral 
or 
implied 
quadripartite 


agreement in that city," the state- 
ment said. "Our policy in the fu- 
ture must be the same or more 
severe, depending on the circum- 
stances." 


Harrisons Kept Apart 


At a press conference in the 


U S. sector of the city, the Har- 
risons told how the Russians kept 
them apart for the first two days 
ot their imprisonment—Harrison 
in a dungeon-like -ellar; his wife 
in a bare room. After that, they 
were reunited and received "pass- 
able food." Mrs. Harrison said 
she had answered "I don't know" 
when asked questions such as what 
ship brought her to Germany, and 
how many troops had been aboard.

Tuohy said today that George 
Subrowski, a soldier, had iden- 
tified William Heirens as a, 
man he saw carrying a paper 
bag a block from the Degnan 
home shortly after Suzanne 
Degnan was kidnaped from 
her bed and her body cut to 
pieces. 


Tuohy said the soldier told 


him he saw Heirens about 1 
a. m. police said the girl was 
taken from her bed around 
midnight. 


The prosecutor said the soldier 


identified Heirens in the courtroom 
today when the 17-year-old Uni- 
versity of Chicago student wa» 
granted a 30 day continuance for 
arraignment on 29 charges of rob- 
bery, burglary and assault. 


Soldier Is Insistent 


Tuohy said the soldier was ques- 


tioned extensively by Assistant 
State's Attorney Richard B. Aus- 
tin and insisted he recognized 
Heirens. 


Earlier the prosecutors said that 


Frank van Aelst, a janitor in a 
building two doors north of the 
Degnan home, had identified Heir- 
ens as the youtlf he had "seea 
around" his building on three oc- 
casions at Christmas time. 


The FBI has confirmed finding! 


of police handwriting experts that 
a fingerprint and two palm print* 
found on the Degnan kidnap not* 
were identical to Heirens. 


Earlier, Hierens, calm and Smil- 


ing, denied .published reports he 
had confessed the Degnan kid- 
naping on Jan. 7 and the "lip- 
stick" slaying of Frances Brown 
on Dec. 10, when he was granted 
m. 30-day continuance for arraign- 
ment on 29 indictments charging' 
with with 24 burglaries and fivtt 
assaults. 


Continuance Granted 


Chief Justice Harold Ward of 


the Criminal court granted the 
continuance at the request of John 
Coghlan, counsel for the 17-year* 
old University of Chicago student. 
The attorney said he had only re- 
ceived copies of the indictment» 
yesterday and needed more time 
to prepare motions in connection 
with some of the charges. 


Hierens, led into

courtroom and surrounded by po- 
licemen and spectators, remained 
silent during the brief court pro- 
ceedings.

Leon A. Garrison, chairman of 


the Lee county AAA committee 
advise* that the county AAA of- 
fice is now making subsidy pay- 
ments on milk and cream sold dur- 
ing the months of April, May and 
June. 


Farmers who sell milk or cream 


are advised to send in their milk 
and or cream clips as soon as 
they receive their check for the 
last half of June. In some cases 
this will be July 10th and July 
15th, in other cases, depending 
upon where the milk is sold. 


In case of cream, the cream 


tickets should be sent at once. 


No blank applications will be 


mailed out from the county office. 
Producers must mail in their milk 
or cream slips. The county office 
will prepare an application from 
the evidence and return it to the 
producers for signature. 


The-rate for April is <JO cents 


per hundred pounds or whole milk 
and 17 cents per pound for butter- 
fat. The rate for May and June 
is 45 cents per hundred pounds for 
whole milk and 15 cents per pound 
for butterfat. 


Subsidy payments on milk and 


cream for July. August and Sep- 
tember depends upon congressional 
action. Producers are advised to 
save their mik and cream tic- 
kets and watch for information 
through their local newspaper. 


In order to encourage the har- 


vesting of hay seed the AAA pro- 
gram is making payments on al- 
falfa, red clover and alsike seed 
sold to dealers. 


The rate of payment is nine 


cents per pound for red clov- 


er and seven (.07) cents per pound 
for alfalfa and alsike clover seed 
and is figured on a clean seed ba- 
sis. 


Any farm owner or operator 


may claim this poundage pay- 
ment. 


It is not necessary that the farm 


was signed up in the spring. 


This poundage payment can be 


claimed even though it was not 
included in the practices approved 
for the farm. 
• 


The seed must be sold to a deal- 


er and sold before January 1, 
1947. in order to receive the pay- 
ment. 


When the seed is^sold a sales 


slip should be secured for the 
dealer purchasing the seed. The 
sales slips must show the date 
of purchase the kind of «<eed and 
the amount of seed. This sales 
slip is to be brought into or mailed 
to the AAA office. Amboy. 


Lee county farmers are urged 


to harvest and sell to dealers all 
the alfalfa, red clover and alsike 
seed they possibly can. It is ur- 
gently needed in the famine strick- 
en areas. 


Alfalfa Needs Boron, 


Says U. 1. Agronomist 


Alfalfa is the only common field 


crop in Illinois which has suffer- 
ed materially from lack of boron. 
Alfalfa uses a very small per- 
centage of boron, but the presence 
of this chemical is absolutely 
necessary for proper plant growth, 
says Dr. Ernest E. DeTurk, pro- 
fessor of soil fertility at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture. 


Boron deficiency will cause the 


plant 
to stop growing at the 


top, where the nodes, or joints, 
cluster and r>ew branches grow 
from the upper nodes. The uppper 
leaves will turn yellow or pink. 


Farmers should apply borax to 


their soil where there is a de- 
ficency of boron, explains Dr. 
DeTurk. Borax contains 11 per 
cent of boron and 35 pounds an 
acre will be sufficient. If a boron 
deficiency is suspected, or as in- 
surance against deficiency, 
the 


borax may be applied during seed- 
bed preparation or during the first

County School Survey Commit- 


tees—In 1945 the Illinois legisla- 
ture enacted a law providing for 
the creation, in any county, of a 
school survey committee of nine 
members, the powers and duties 
of which are:

The decision to create such a 


committee must have been made 
by school board members of the 
county at a meeting called by 
the 
county 
superintendent 
ol 


schools not later than December 
15, 1945. A tentative report of the 
committee, together with its rec- 
ommendations, must be filed in 
the office of the county superin- 
tendent of schools prior to June 
1, 1947. Hearings must then be 
held 
giving 
residents 
of 
the 


county an opportunity to express 
their views on the tentative re- 
port. The committee must then 
consider the matter presented at 
the hearings, together with any 
recommendations 
received 
from 


the State Advisory Commission on 
School reorganization, 
and sub- 


mit a final report with recom- 
mendations and a map showing 
present and proposed school dis- 
trict boundaries. This report must 
be filed with the county supprin- 
tendent on or before January 1, 
1948. 


The law then provides that rec- 


ommendations involving reorgan- 
ization or a change in boundaries 
shall be submitted to vote in dis- 
tricts which are attected; if an 
increased tax upon referendum is 
included in the committee's rec- 
ommendation, this shall be sub- 
mitted to vote at the same time. 


The law charges 
the 
State 


Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion with the responsibility 
for 


rendering assis'tance 
to 
county 


survey committees, and provides 
a budget tor the biennium ending 
June UO. 1947. At the present time 
such c-ommittees are in need ol 
experienced help and advice of an 
educational, 
local governmental 


and legal nature.

Few housewives want 
Grade B eggs. And mid-western 
eggs, which comprise the great 
bulk of the supplies of 'fresh' 
eggs show more or less—mostly 
more—heat 
defects, 
rendering 


them unfit for the retail trade." 


Eggs are perishable. They need 


to be kept cool. 


When the temperature in the 


hen house is down around 40 or 
50 degrees, eggs start cooling off 
the minute they're laid. But this 
time of year nests are like ovens. 
As long as eggs are left in the 
nests, they don't get a chance to 
cool off. That's why, in 
hot 


weather, it's more important than 
ever to gather eggs several times 
a day. 


Take them down in the cellar 


where the air is moist and cool. 
And let them stand over night 
before you put them in the case. 
If you put warm eggs down in 
a case and slap a flat over them, 
it's just like putting them in a 
fireless cooker. The animal heat 
is held in. 


Remember that 
freshness 
is 


more a matter of care than of 
age. 


So take care of your eggs— 


cooling them quickly 
to 
keep 


them fresh—and then sell them

Water NemJ of Farm 


Plant* it Strutted 


A corn plant lues about 368 


pounds of "water to produce one 
pound of dry matter, according to 
John Skok, assistant chief of vege- 
table crops at the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 


An acre of corn is calculated to 


transpire 48 tons of water in a 
single day. Plants constantly lose 
large amounts ol water through a 
process called transpiration, Skok 
explains. 
The water evaporates 


from the plant in the form of 
water vapor and must be replaced 
through absorption of more water 
by the roots. Otherwise the plant 
dies. 


Herbaceous plants are 70 to 98 


per cent water. 
This fact sug- 


gests the great importance of wa- 
tei in plants. Water carries inor- 
ganic soil nutrients to the plant. 
It carries organic nutrients, man- 
ufactured by the plant, from one 
part of the plant to another. 


Plants manufacture their own 


foods from material obtained froro 
the soil and the, air. The manu- 
facturing process is called photo- 
synthesis. It can take place ef- 
ficiently only when the plant cells 
are full of i'ater. 


Experiments have shown that 


sunflower leaves containing suffi- 
cient water carry on photosyn- 
thesis about 10 times as rapidly 
as wilted leaves. 
This 
demon- 


strates the importance of having 
enough water at the plant roots 
to replace that lost by transpira- 
tion. 


Probably more plants die from 


excessive loss of water by trans- 
spiration than 
from 
any other 


cause. Plant scientists have dis- 
covered no apparent purpose of 
transpiration. It appears to be a 
response to environment 
rather 


than an essential process for plant 
life. In moist, cool air, transpira- 
tion is slower than in drier and 
warmer air.

Only the Beginning 


The World War H peace confer- 


ence, which so often has seemed 
so impossibly remote, is finally 
scheduled. 
Thus 
the first big 


step toward official peace and re- 
covery is about to be made. But 
there is every likelihood that this 
will be only one step on a long 
and difficult journey. 


In our own country's history. 


there are two rather discouraging 
precedents. 
The Revolutionary 


War, which ended for all practical 
purposes with Cornwallis' surren- 
der in October, 1781, did not come 
to a formal end until January, 
1784. 


In World War I, congress did 


not ratify the peace treaties with 
Germany and Austria until almost 
three years after Armistice Day 
—Oct. 18, 1921, to be exact. 


The problems confronting 
the 


forthcoming conference may not 
be the most complicated territor- 
ially. But it is unlikely that the 
chief powers at a peace table have 
ever been more contentious, even 
though the history of military al- 
liances shows that they tend to 
break up rapidly once their com- 
mon enemy ia defeated. 


Thus it would seem that the 


•pectatos awaiting the beginning 
of the postwar era of signed and 
sealed peace would be wise to 
bring their lunches and their 
campstools, and prepare for a good 
long wait 


Ehrenburg Tells Rut* 


of Our Strange Land

the list of inpudent criminals who 
were allowed to seize control of 
unions and were courted by poli- 
ticians is a melancholy record of 
carelessness. It is prudent always 
to inquire as we sometimes fail 
to do. 


Whether for great and perman- 


ent good or irretrievable loss, Dr. 
White, with his plan for an inter- 
national pool of money to which 
this country will make the great- 
est individual contribution, may 
become one of the giants of Amer- 
ican history. It 
has seemed to 


me. therefore, that 
we should 


know him better and I am pleased 
to make his closer acquaintance 
and, so, as the toastmasters say, 
I give you Dr. Harry D. White.

Gen. Echelberger 
Warns Yanks; Says 


Bullies Must Quit 


Decree Reveals Drunken 


Americans Beat Up 


Japanese 


Tokyo,— (AP)—Tne crackdown 


by Lt. Gen. Eichelberger on the 
"drunken bullies" of the Ameri- 
can ocupation forces in Japan has 
blown the lid off a touchy subject 
—the behavior of American sol- 
diers. 


Indicative of its seriousness is 


seen in the fact that the 8th army 
commander saw fit to release his 
letter for publication after having 
made the subject a part of his 
Fourth of July address to assembl- 
ed troops. 


It was stressed that the conduct 


of the -majority of the occupation 
personnel has been above reproach, 
but the minority have assaulted 
women, maliciously beaten Japa- 
nese men, stole, engaged in black 
market operations, and by their 
"deliberate bullying- attitude" have 
made the Japanese suspicious of 
democracy. 


American Women Angry 


In the word of Eichelberger, "one 
drunken, slovenly bully can neut- 
ralize the good impression made 
by a dozen fine soldiers." 


American wives who have arriv- 


ed recently are resentful at troops 
t/ho subject them to whistles and 


j h.cwls on the streets. The sight of 


American troops fraternizing with 
Japanese women has been censur- 
ed by the American women. Even 
officers of high rank may be seen 
driving kimonoed Japanese women 
in their cars. 


Col. 
C. V. Cadwell of Arcadia. 


Cal., provost marshall, said he be- 
lieved Eichelberger's letter was 
prompted by the general's desire 
to warn new soldiers who largely 
make up the occupation forces. 
The provost marshal said there 
has been no marked increase in 
offenses, 
although 
Eichelberger 


said he had "received an increas- 
ing number of reports of crimes 
committed 
by Americans." 


Admits "Carelessness"' 


Col. 
Caldwell 
admitted 
that 


there "has been a little more care*- 
lessness on the part of the troops 
in the observing of the rights of 
others." 


The "carelessness" has consisted 


of overturning Japanese automo- 
biles, profane blasts at Japanese 
who fail to scurry swiftly enough 
from the paths of vehicles, and 
the shouldering of Japanese from 
the sidewalks. 


An officer recently displayed a 


collection of weapons taken from 
soldiers by military police. The ex- 
hibit includes hunting and butcher 
knives as well as clasp knives, 
brass knuckles, blackjacks 
and 


Yanks Make Money 


Some idea of the merchandising 


activities of the occupation forces 
can be gained from the fact that 
$35,000,000 more have been sent 
to the United States by troops 
in Japan than has been paid to the 
soldiers in wages. The money is 
derived from sale of American ra- 
tions, colthing, and 
automobile 


supplies on the black market. 


Eichelberger made it plain he 


would not tolerate attempts by in- 
dividual soldiers to "toughen up" 
the occupation. 


One American soldier already 


hns been condemned to the galows 
for crimes against the Japanese, 
and several others face trial. Some 
others received lighter sentences 
for minor crimes. 


The general said "our courts are 


empowered to mete out stiff pen- 
alties" if the order fails to curb 
crime.

reich was the keystone of the con- 
linental European politico-econom- 
ic arch.

There is no possible way of recon- 
ciling the two schools. The same 
can be said 
of 
the Communistic 


economic views, which calls 
for 


extreme nationalization and elim- 
nation of private enterprise. Then 
of course there is the vital ques- 
.ion of religion, which Communism 
brands as the dope of the masses. 


It is precisely 
tbe cause these 


differences are wholly irreconcil- 
able that there is growing specula- 
.ion whether the Soviet Union is 
bent 
on solving tne 
prooiem by 


converting the 
whole world to 


Communuism. 
Does this explain 


Russia's persistent 
thrust west- 


ward, and her refusal to cooperate 
in Germany? 
When we know the 


answer to these things we shall 
know the answer to these things 
we shall know what 
the future 


holds for us ? 


What is clear is that while Com- 


munism and western 
democracy 


can't be reconciled, they can work 
side 
by side amicably—provided 


neither has any. unholy ambitions 
to rule the world. Thus'if the west- 
ern allies and Russia both desire 
peace, it can be achieved. But as 
Byrnes says, to build world peace 
requires tolerance, 
patience 
and 


understanding.
